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Sequence Restriction 

1. Claims 1-8 are drawn to mammalian IAP nucleic acid sequences of six individual, 
independent, and distinct nucleotide sequences in alternative form. These sequences are 
thus deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions within the 
meaning of 35 U.S.C. 121, due to the differences in sequence composition. Absent 
evidence to the contrary, each such sequence is presumed to represent an independent and 
distinct invention, subject to a restriction requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C 121 and 37 
CFR 1.141 et seq. Accordingly, in most cases, only one (1) independent and distinct 
nucleotide sequence will be examined in a single application without restriction. The 
search of no more than one sequence may include the complements of the selected 
sequences and, where appropriate, may include subsequences within the selected 
sequences. 

2. Commissioner has partially waived the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.141 and will 
permit a reasonable number of such nucleotide sequences to be claimed in a single 
application. Under this policy, up to 10 of independent and distinct nucleotide sequences 
will be examined in a single application (see MPEP § 803.04 and § 2434). However, due 
to the limitations of the search facilities of the USPTO, a search of more that one (1) of 
the nucleotide sequences recited in claims 1-8 presents an undue burden on the Patent and 
Trademark Office due to the complex nature of the search and the corresponding 
examination of more than one (1) of the claimed mammalian IAP sequences.
